INDICTMENTS ATTACKED. 

The fight of Hays and Diss for their 
liberty really began at the afternoon 
ess lon, when their attorneys began an 
aitack upon the Indictments. There was 
a squabble over the failure of the Dis- 


trict Attorney, to supply separate 
copies of the transcript of te#timony 
before t grand jury, but nothing 
came of if. 


Attorney Rogers then made a. formal 
motion to set aside the indictments, 
being joined in the motion by Attor- 
ney Harris for Col. Diss. The Motion 
took an extremely wide range. It al- 
leged: 

First—That the indictment was not 
found, indorsed or presented as pre- 
scribed in and by the Penal Code of 
the State of Caltfornia. 

Second—That the names of the wit- 
nesses examined before the grand jury 
and ot those whose depositions were 
taken before them are not inserted at 
the foot of the indictment or indorsed 
thereon. 

Third—That persons were permitted 
to be present during the session of the 
grand jury when the charge embraced 
in the indictment. was under considera- 
tion, other than the officers of the 
court. and witnesses before it being 
examined. 

Fourth—That each and every mem- 
ber of the grand jury was 4 prosecu- 
tor upon the charge against the de- 
fendant and a witness on the part of 
the prosecution; and “That at the time 
of the empaneling of said grand jury, 
and at all times subsequent thereto, 
there existed and exists on the 
part of each and every member of suid 
my jury a state of mind with refer- 

ce to the case and to this defendant 
which prevented the said grand jury 
respectively from acting impartially 
and without prejudice to the substan- 
tial rights of this Jefendant.” 

Fifth—That when the grand jury 
was formed the requisite number of 
ballots was not drawn from the jury 
box of the county; that notice of the 
drawing was not given and that the 
crawing was not had in the presence 
of the officers designated by law. 

Sixth—Misconduct and wrongful ac- 
tlen on the part of each and every 
member of said grand jury, particu- 
lariy in that before the evidence was 
received on which the indictment was 
found, the members agreed to find an 
indictment, engaged special counsel to 
prosecute the indictment before the in- 
dictment was found: and tat the 
members of the grand jury were influ- 
enced in presenting and finding the m- 
dictment against the defendant by 
Statements made to them concerning 
the defendant when the jury was not 
in session. 

Seventh—That upon the arraignment 
of defendant after the indictment, de- 
fendant was not furnished with a copy 
of the testimony taken before the 
grand jury. 

GRAND JURORS CHALLENGED. 

A challenge was interposed to each 
and every member of the grand jury. 
and upon this challenge the defendant 
demanded the right to examine each 
individual grand juror upon his oath 

W. Holmes and D. P. 
members of the grand 
called. They were asked as to. their 
connection with the Orange Growers’ 
Bank, and tectified that they long had 
been and now are stockholders in that 
bank. They were not questioned fur- 
ther. The very evident purpose of the 
questions put to them was to estab- 
lish the fact that they are interested 
in the Orange Growers’ Bank, and 
therefore were not eligible to serve on 
a grand jury and vote indictments 
against a man who had stolen money 
from or falsified the records of that 
bank. What view the court would 
take of this matter would not then be 
more than guessed at. but the defend- 
ants’ attorney declared that that evi- 
denice settled the fate of the four m- 
dictments againet Hays's with refer- 
ence to his peculations from the bank. 

ATTORNEY LAWLER QUIZZED. 

Attorney Lawler was the next wit- 
ness. He was questioned in great de- 
tall as to how and by whom he had 
been retained. He stated that he had 
been retained by T. K. Gibbon, but 
whether personally or for the Sait 
Lake Railroad, he did not say. He 
was then called upon to explain all 
his connection with Fg case, what 
he had done, whom he had consulted, 
how he and the District Attorney had 
arranged the work; in short, every- 
thing he had to do ‘with the cage. 

It soon became evident that tue pur- 
pose of the examination of the wit- 
nesses was, if possibile, to prove bias 
on the part of members of the grand 


mber after member of the 

jury was called and an effort made to 

disclose nearly everything that trans- 

pired in the grand jury room. The 

prosecution fought every step of the 

way and much of the time was taken 

up in the arguments on the objections 

made to most of the questions. 
JOHNSON'S ADMISSIONS. 


A. PF, Johnson was a most 
witness, and among the points — 
his evidence made favorable to the 
defendants, was that the question of 
employing special counsel to assist in 
the prosecution of the case had been 
discussed, but no action taken. An- 
other important statement made by 
the witness was that he hed stated 
the reason for the failure of the defunct 
Orange Growers’ Bank was because 
Tom Hays had robbed it of $90,000. He 
Also gave the details of a visit made 
to him one evening at his home by 
Mesers. Gibbon and Peck of the Salt 
Lake Railway Company, during which 
the offer of that company to employ 
special counsel to prosecute was men- 
tioned. The attorneys for the de- 
fendants made much of this and it 
was stated after the afternoon session 
that this matter would be made the 
basis of contempt proceedings against 
Gibbon and Peck. 

AN AMAZING JUDGE. 

Judge J. 8. Noyes of the Riverside 
Superior Court was the next witness, 
one of the best who appeared, consid- 
ered from the standpoint of the de- 
fense, and one Who made one the 
most amazing statements whi has 
been made in the case. The attorneys 
for Hays and Diss were trying to dis- 
credit the work of the grand jury, 
trying to show that the jurors were 
biased and that the Indktments were 
therefore legal, in that they were re- 
turned by persons not competent under 
the law te act as jurors in the cases 
at bar. In the course of his testi. 
mony, Noyes made a statement which 
in itself would be almost sufficient to 
cause Judge Taggart to grant the mo- 
ton to set aside the indictments. He 
was asked to tell the circumstances 
under which the grand jury of 19064 was 
impaneled, and he asked permission to 
make an explanation. The explana- 
tion consisted of a recital of the po- 
litical history of the county for Ser- 
eral years past, and he closed with 
this remarkaMe assertion.

Unique Young Hollywood and Her Charming Environs: 
A Foothill Gem Looking Out Upon the Sunset Sea. 


UNDER THE “SLANT OF THE SUN.” 


ETWEEN strenuous Los Angeles 
and fair Hollywood green fields in- 
tervene. But as our tramway car 
spins toward the foothills, the 
thought impresses itself that in a very 
few years indeed the gap will be closed. 
The traveler has left the metropolis 
behind and is fairly in the open, but 
all around are evidences of the rapid 
transformation of country into town. 
New homes dot the landscape every- 
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plains to raise their temperature, 
load them with dusty particles, Drink- 
ing deep inte our lungs the air of 
Hollywood, we realize that here is one 
of Nature's own sanatoria. 

Now the well-built Sunset boulevard 
connects the two places, having been 
opened to traffic in May of last year. 
It runs in almost a direct line through 
the hills in the northwest part of 
Angeles, connecting with Lakeshore 
boulevard at Echo Park and with 
Bellevue avenue at the Sisters’ Hos-

Once more has the orange-growing 
industry of Florida suffered a crush- 
ing blow. It is legs than ten years 
since. à large proportion of the trees 
in that State were killed by frost, but, 


actuated apparently by a strange fatal- 


ism, Or an exaggerated optimism, the 
orange growers of Central and North- 


ern Florida went to work and re- 


planted their groves, which recently 
came into full bearing, and but for 
this catastrophe would have yielded > 


large crop. A report from Now Yor 


States that not ouly were the oranges 


on the trees frozen as hard as vtones, 
but. that the fruit in the packing- 
houses was also frozen. This is said 
to be the first instance of the kind 
on record. Certainly, a section where 
such things are likely to happen, every 
tem years or 80, can scarcely be re- 
garded as a safe location for a horti- 


cultural industry which requires 


about seven years to come to a profi 
Able point. 


In this respect Florida is somewhat 


like Northern California, with this 
difference, that the sections devoted 
to orange growing in the northern 


part of the State are not so subject 


to disastrous frosts as the northern 
and central parts of Florida appear to 
be. Otherwise, however, the Northern 
California people are to a great ex- 
tent wasting their time and money in 
trying to demonstrate the existence 
of a mythical “northern citrus belt. 
Of this, it may be said, as was said of 
the celebrated Mrs. Harris, “There 
ain’t-no sich a person it is true 
that there are, here. and there, all 
along the foothills, sheltered spots, 
comparatively frostiess, where cran- 
ges may be successfully grown, but the 
farther north you get the farther Apart 
are these oases. 

For more than a quarter of & cen- 
tury the people ot Northern Califor- 
nia have been importing hundreds of 
thousands of seedless oranges from 
the northern part of the State, and 
planiing them. The results to date 


are thatthe section north of Twiare | 


county ships less than 3 per cent. of 


the tetal citrus fruit shipments of 


the State. This ought to teach some. 
thing, but it is apparentiy a lesson 
that the North refuses to learn. That, 
however, is the business of the people 
of that section. We admit their su- 
periority in deciduous fruits, especially 
in such fruits as cherries and cur- 
rants: If, instead of sticking to these, 


they prefer to blow in their surplus on | 


citrus nursery stock, Why, that is just 
so much the better for our southern 


hursery men. 


ALSTON ANTI-BOYCOTT BILL. 

The bill introduced in the Califor- 
nia Senaie some time ago by Senator 
Ralston of Melones has been reported 
unfavorably by the committee to 
whith it was referred. Substantially 
the same measure is pending in the 
Assembly, baving been introduced in 
that body on January 25 by Mr. Amer- 
ige of Orange county. 

This righteous measure ought to 
pass both houses of the Legislature 
without opposition. That it will not 
so pass, if it pass at all, has already 
been made apparent. Labor unions 
have flooded Sacramento with letters 
urging its defeat, and there is a ques 
tion whether members of the Legisia- 
ture will have the moral stamina to 
stand up in favor of the bill, or will 
tall down in abject fear before the 
bogfe man of unioniam. 

The Ralston Bill is designed to pro- 
tect the business interests of the 
State—and not only the business inter- 
ests but the citizens of the entire 
State—againat the legitimate, un- 
warranted, indefensible and un-Amer- 
fean practices of boycotting and biack- 
listing. it would take from no man 
a single right or privilege which is le- 
gitimately his due. It would protect 
every man in the exercise of rights, 
privileges and immunities which are 
legitimately his due, and which are 
guaranteed to him by the most solemn 
covenants of constitutional and statu- 


"tory law. 


The opposition to the Ralston Bill 
comes almost wholly from trades- 
union organizations. This opposition 
is inspired by the most narrow and 
selfish of motives. In oppesing this 
measure its opponents tacitly confe 
that they are afraid it will deprive 
them of the power to rob other men 
of rights which are guaranteed to all, 
and which they (the said opponents) 
enjoy to the fullest extent.

The noisy protesta- 
tion of a few hundreds or a few 
thousands of boycotters is not public 
epinion. It is not opinion at all, but 
an ex parte plea for special privileges 
denied to others. If the members of 
our Legislature have in view the loss 
or gain of votes, they will do well to 
remember that where one voter would 
disapprove of-the passage of this just 
act, at least six would approve it. 

Boycotts and boycotters long ago 
forfeited all claims which they may 
have had upon public sympathy. The 
public in general bas no use for them, 
and will emphatically disapprove all 
attempts to lend them aid and com- 
forty Therefore, leaving principle out 
of the question and regarding solely 
the question of votes, many more 
votes are to be gained by passing the 
Ralston Bill than by defeating it.
